The Carson Free Lance says: 
The House Committee on Commerce 


have jnst made a report in faTor ol abol- 
ishing tbe drummer license law. It ia 
claimed that this 
tax discriminates 


against citizens and products of other 
States, and further that it is in conflict 
with the Constitution of the United 
States. For some time this bill has 
been in contemplation. The ground 
work is well laid. If to secure its pass- 
ago money is needed money will be 
used. From a member of the U. S. 
Drummers Association (an organization 
of about 309,000 members) Borne weeks 
ago we learned that this bill would be 
pushed through both bouses by hook 
or crook; that Randall, of Pennsylvania, 
would ba its champion in the Honse, 
and Logan, of Illinois, in the Senate. 
As the Drummers Association represents 
several hundreds of millions of dollars 
this bill is certain to attract general at- 
tention. 


The bill seriously affects the financial 


^terests of Nevada. The telegraphic 
dispatches indicate that the chief objec- 
tion to this legislation on the part of 
some of the States is that it discrimi- 
nates against the citizens and products 
of other Stales. This law in Nevada, 
however, makes no such discrimination. 
Among the business men of this State 
who have taken out a license are Galla- 
tiu & Fokom of Reno, T. R. McGnrn 
and A. Laignean, of Virginia City.

we understand that the Drummers' As- 
sociation had in view Nevada when this 
bill was diawn, and there is no doubt 
that It IB the aim of the movement ti> 
nullify in nouit way Nevada's drummer 
law as well similar laws in other States. 
Should this bill pass there will be no 
moie collection of license from drum- 
mers, and probably none from insur- 
ance agents, as insurance is similar in 
its methods of business. There are in 
this State about forty insurance com- 
panies, each of theie companies paying 
annually a license of $100, or a total of 
$4,000. There are about 80 firms from 
other States represented here by drum- 
mers, encn firm paying on an average 
$125 pci vinuiu or a total of §10,000. 
Tbe total unn.uaI revenue of the State 
from these sources then la not less than 
$14,000.

A convention ol wool grower! of Utah, 


Idaho, Wyoming and Western Colorado 
was held at Salt Lake Monday. A me- 
morial to Congress and strong resolu- 
tions were adopted, protesting against 
wool being on the free list.

were to strike out wool there would be 
nothing left of bii bill. There it no 
doubt that the opposition to the maai- 
ure ie steadily groniug. Intimations of 
breaks in this and that Democratic del- 
egation continue to manifest themselves. 
The former 
everywhere am being 


aroused to the necessity of defeating the 
effort to destroy one of the most im- 
portant industries in connection with 
agriculture. The agitation of the mat- 
ter ii having ite effect throughout the 
country in all branches of business, and 
members ot Congress are urged by their 
constituents to do what they can lo de- 
feat Morrison's design. There are now 
upon the Speaker's list o! members who 
desire to debate the bill the namee of 
upwards of seventy-rive, and it is more 
than probable that the number will be 
greatly swelled before the end of the 
month, when it is the intentions to call 
up the bill. It is a question as to 
whether or not those who are opposed 
to the bill cam prevent its consideration, 
but strenuous efforts will be made to do 
so, and probably, if members can find 
some way to have theii speeches 
printed, the opposition wiU be able to 
muster their fnll strength. But Mor- 
rison and Carlisle take the ground that 
the Democratic party is pledged to re- 
duce the tariff, and they will not desist 
until they have exhausted every effort to 
do ao.

The bill for a new Federal Judicial 


district in California is now before the 
Senate Committee on the Judiciary. Ed- 
munds, the Chairman of the Committee, 
is opposed to the bill. Representative 
Markham has undertaken tbe almost 
•hopeless task of carrying the measnre 
through the Senate ia the face of the op- 
position of Edmunds. He had a long 
conference with Stanford Tuesday in re- 
gard to the matter. Stanford is heartily 
in favor of the bill. Sherman is also of 
the opinion that the new Judicial dis- 
trict should be established. If the bill 
is put through it will be by a close vota 
and the result of hard work. 


There is one point on wbicb the laws 


with reference to the confirmation ol 
officials by the Senate are decidedly 
deficient, and that is in the absence ol a

In New Euxlaud were refused confirma- 
tion by the Semite, yet they are utill 
discharging the duites of their offices, 
and enjoying their emoluments, the 
President buying neglected to submit 
a«w appointments. This is a direct 
affront to the Senate, but it seems there 
is no redress under tbe law. 


A New York Tribune's editorial says: 


The persons now striking are not one in 
one hundred of the workers in the Uni- 
ted States, bnt the remaining ninety- 
nine must be affected by their action. 
If wheels are to run or bands to con- 
tinue a> essential part of work only 
eight hours daily, the rest in the same 
establishment must be out down to eight 
hours also, whether they wish it or not. 
Thus a part propose to dictate tbe hours 
of labor to the rest. As to tbe larger 
claaa, who now work ten hours aud do 
not strike or propose any change, they 
are to be compelled to receive less for 
their products, and the loss in wages 
now by the enforcement of tha eight- 
hour industry will be felt more than ever; 
all this in order that the eight-hour 
workers shall have more leisure. But 
has tho one-hundredth part of the labor- 
ers ol the1 United Slates the right, if 
they have the power, thus to extort 
whatever they please from the rest? If 
not, this is another case of despotism of 
the few over the many. 


WMHWOTOH, May 3d.—The Senate 


Committee on Commerce has notified 
Henley that it will hear him in defen«e 
of Tinnin on Thursday. A Tote will 
probably be taken on the nomination 
alter Henley gets through, as that is all 
that committee is DOW waiting for. 
Jones, of Nevada, is on that committee. 
He says he proposes to vote forTinnin's 
confirmation. Jones, of Florida, is also 
on tha committee. His absence makes 
the committee stand seven Bepcblioans 
and five Democrats. Jones, of Nevada, 
voting with the Democrats will tie tbe 
committee, if the other members vote 
on party lines, ss they probably will.

Tha tjnited States Revenue Gutter 


Bear left Ban Franoisce Monday at noon, 
for a cruise in the Arctic. The vessel 
has been thoroughly overhauled, the 
machinery repaired, decks recanlked, 
and hull cleaned and painted. She is 
provisioned for a eix months' voyage, 
and ia in an excellent condition for a 
northern crnise. She is ordered north 
with instructions to crnise for a time 
among the seal islands and protect tbe 
interests of tbe fur companies during 
the season devoted to the killing of 
seals. One of the most important ob- 
jects of the voyage will be the search 
for the crew of the Amethyst. That 
vessel was' last seen'in October, 1885, 
off Cape Lisburna, and Captain Healey 
entertains the opinion that there is a 
possibility that some of tbe men of tbe 
ill-fated vessel may still be living. Cap- 
tain Healey has orders to bring Lieuten- 
ant Stoney and his surviving parly back 
on the Bear when she returns to San 
Francisco in October. Tbe Bear will 
take up a bag ot mail for the Stoney 
party, and will, if possible, forward it to 
its destination. Lieutenant Stoney went 
to Alaska early last Summer to explore 
the Putnam river. The vessel carries 
forty men and nine officers, ranking as 
follows: M. A. Healey, Captain; 0. C.

IDEM VALLEY. 


This valley is separated from Paradise 


by a range ot mountains, the south end 
of which terminates in rolling hills, 
through wbieh the Little Humboldt 
wends its way into tha lower end ot 
Paradise Valley, and with Cottonwood, 
Martin 
Creek and other mountain 


streams, overflow a part of the valley 
in the Spring, making a broad expims* 
of fine meadow land. A three hours' 
ride with an average team takes one 
from Paradise village to Eden Valley. 
The road leads by the bot springs on 
the Little Humboldt, which even in this 
country ol thermal waters, attracts th« 
notice of tbe traveler. It is situated, as 
nearly all hot springs are, on a mound 
covered with alkali white as snow and 
caustic as potash. Tbe spring is twelf* 
or fourteen feet in diameter, and sur- 
rounded by a riin ot stone which rises 
from one to four feet above the ground, 
giving it the appearance of a huge caul- 
dron, inside of which tbe water boils and 
bubbles, and through an opening in 
which it escapes in a rivulet, which 
empties into 
the Little 
Humboldt. 


This rock-rim was doubtless made when 
the spring was a geyser, the water evap- 
orating aud leaving the mineral matter 
which it held in eolation. The valley 
opens a few miles above the hot spring. , 
and stretches away east and north, fi»" 
the range wbicb separates it from Clover 
aud Squaw Valleys. 


THK STOCK COMPANY'S EANCH 


Extends along the 
Little Humboldt 


through tbe valley a distance of eighteen 
miles. There are some fine meadow 
aud pasture lauds along the- stream, and 
a strip of tbe bottom twelve miles long 
and a mile and a half wide U enclosed 
by a strong barbed-wire fence. 
At the 


base of tbe hills which skirt the valley 
on tbe west, and within a low Hundred 
yards ol the stream, Mr. Pratt hax built 
a palatial residence, which is cnucnded 
to be the largest and finest duelling 
bouse in the county. The walls are 
built of a grayish-colored stoue, resem- 
bling marble, which is quarried from 
th« hills a few miles from the bouse. 
Tbe house is two stories high aud ele- 
gantly furnished, and it has been ap- 
propriately named tha "Marble Palace." 


There is also ou the ranch quarters 


for tbe employes, storehouse, 
etc., 


built of tbe same material, besides a 
blacksmith shop, stables and sheds of 
lumbers. Trees have been set out along 
the btreain in the vicinity ol thu house, 
and an alkali Hut has been converted by 
goil from the hills into a vegetable gar- 
den, in which onions, pnas and other 
hardy vegetables, are growing iaxur- 
iuutly.
